Meeting: Minutes 

v The regular meeting- of the Muni¬ 
cipal Council of Ribstone was held at 
Chauvin on Saturday, June 3rd. 

All members were present, Reeve 
Ferguson presiding. 

MINUTES—The minutes of last 
preceding mleeting were read, and ap¬ 
proved on motion of Couno. Sewell. 

E. F. Robinson, Esq., Engineer, 
attended, and consulted with the 
Council in the matter of the principal 
roads where the government grant is 
likely to be spent. The grant allotted 
was stated to be $1,100.00, and the 
like sum to be spent by the Council 
at each point where the grant was 
to be used. The surveyors were to 
be down, and Counc. Sewell was 
authorized to attend to the repairs of 
the Trunk Road in his district; and 
the Secretary was authorized to at¬ 
tend to the dragging of the trunk 
road east of the meridian to Chauvin. 

NOMINATION MEETING :-^-Secre— 
ary was instructed to call the meeting 
to nominate candidates for Division 1 
owing to the resignation of Counc. 
Dumont, who has left the district to 
reside in Edmonton. 

RETURNING OFFICER: DEPUTY 
RETURNING OFFICER AND POL¬ 
YLINE STATION^— Counc. Sewell 
moved that A. Nachtergaele be ap¬ 
pointed Returning Officer, A. B. 
Lambert Deputy Returning Officer 
and that the Polling station be held 
at the farm of C. J. Levesque. Car. 

MACHINERY;—A ditch grader 
was ordered from Richardson Machin¬ 
ery Company: and the purchase of a 
grader from the Canada Ingot Iron 
Company was approved. 

The matter of moving fence on the 
Eardley farm, sec. 28-43-2. 4.M. was 
left for the attention of Counc. Sew¬ 
ell. 

Road Diversion taken from Dr. Fol- 
kins was referred to the Engineer for 
attention. 

BY’ LAW NO. 15 for restraining 
animals from! running at large was 
read a second time, and Secretary 
authorized to attend to advertiseing 
of same, on motion of Ceunc. Tunney 

Roadway for Mr. Bezley was left 
for attention of Counc. Sewell. Ap¬ 
plications for Restaurant Licenses 
were approved on behalf of Mrs. Sta¬ 
ley and Lee. 

WEEDS:—Each Councillor was 
authorized to appoint a weed inspect¬ 
or for his own district, at $5 a day 
including ' mileage. not to exceed 
eight days each and names to be 
communicated to Secretary, who 
would issue the formal letter of ap¬ 
pointment. Reeve Ferguson appoint¬ 
ed Mr’- C- Mathison for Division No. 
2 . 

Re-C.P.R. taxes. Sec 21-44-3 4.m. 
Counc. Tunney moved that the ar¬ 
rears of taxes on these lands be not 
cancelled, as there had been occu¬ 
pation. Carried. 

FIRE GUARDIANS: this matter 
was left over to next meeting; and in 
the meantime each Councillor is the 
Fire Guardian for his own district. 

Rate of taxation for the current 
year was fixed at 7m, on motion of 
Counc. Sewell. 

Reeve Ferguson was authorized to 
attend to any urgent calls for road 
works from Div No. 1. until the new 
Councillor is elected.

HOW CANADA 

IS GOVERNED 


BORROWING POWERS OF 
CANADA 

All councils have power under the 
each province to borrow money, and 
to levvy special rates for the pay¬ 
ment of such debts on the ratable 
property of the municipality. All 
bylaws for borrowing money must 
receive the assent of the ratepayers 
before they can be enforced. 

Municipal debentures—or legal cer¬ 
tificates of a debt due by the muni, 
cipality—can be issued to secure the 
repayment of sums borrowed in ac¬ 
cordance with the strict provisions ol 
the law governing such cases. All 
municipal property is liable for the re. 
demption of such debentures and the 
payment of municipal liabilities. 

HISTORIC ORIGIN OF NAMES OF 
MUNICIPAL DIVISIONS AND 
OF THEIR OFFICERS 

In the names of the municipal div¬ 
isions and of the machinery of mu. 
nicipal administration, we see again 
some examples of the closeness with 
which Canadians cling to the names 
and usages of primitive times of Eng¬ 
lish government. 

The “township” carries us back .to 
the early days when our English fore, 
fathers lived in their village commu. 
nities, of which the “tun” or rough 
fence or hedge that surrounded them 
was a feature. 

The chief officer or headman of 
this township was the reeve, a cor¬ 
ruption of tlie Saxon “gerefa,” a 
steward or superintendent. 

The "tlderman”—from “ealdorman” 
or elderman—is a link connecting us 
with the early governmtent of shires 
and was an office of high dignity, 
still represented by the English lord- 
lieutenant of present times. 

In Ontario there remains in the leg¬ 
islative electorial divisions a district 
known as the “riding,” which is a 
changed form of “thriding” or “trid. 
ing,” or a local district, used by the 
Danes for the divisions of Yorkshire. 

The ancient English shire, which 
was under an “ealdorman” for civil 
and military purposes, became a 
‘county” in Norman times because a 
count (comte) or earl replaced the 
fprmer functionary. 

Our representative body for the lo¬ 
cal government of a county is no 
longer called the "folk moot” but the 
“council,” which comes to us from the 
Normans who again adopted it from 
the Latin (concilium) (or a “collec¬ 
tion” of people). 

The mayor was an important of¬ 
ficer connected with the royal palace 
of France and has also come to us 
from Norman times—its original 
meaning of "greater” (major) having 
been gradually applied to the princi¬ 
pal officer of a local community or 
municipality. 

The “parish" has its origin in. a 
.Greek word first applied in early Eng¬ 
lish and French times to a ’“circuit’ 
or district, presided over by a priest, 
and which for convenience sake was 
forme.d into a civil division. 

Bylaw means simply the law made 
for the government of a “bye,” which 
was a name given by the Danes to 
the old English “tun” or township. 

The rural municipal governments of 
Canada are very satisfactory, but tb«

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elected leader should make every ef¬ 
fort to see that they are enforced. 
The actions of the leader should be 
backed by every member of the or¬ 
ganization as long- as such actions 
are reasonable. The community or¬ 
ganization should not be confined to 
the farmers but mlust include the bus¬ 
iness men in the towns and cities. 

The effects of the drought are being 
felt by the business men and yet how 
many of them realize that if the grass 
hoppers were to remain unmolested 
this season that there would be no 
crop in the infested area this year. 

Where strong community organiza¬ 
tion has been made in grasshopper 
campaigns the results have been ex¬ 
ceedingly satisfactory. In most in¬ 
stances the, grasshoppers have been 
eradicated from the district in one 
season land often with one treatment, 
though there have been cases where 
two applications of poison bait have 
been necessary. 


Community 


hopper, in stubble land, particularly 
in the more sandy portions of the pro¬ 
vince. We would strongly caution all 
farmers who stubbled in rye last fall 
to watch these fields very carefully 
from now on. 


Organization 


Community organization is the 
most efficient and the most reason¬ 
able method of fighting any pest. It 
is community organization that en¬ 
ables armies to make progress and 
as long as the organization holds to¬ 
gether success is assured. Any dis¬ 
ruption in the organization spells fail¬ 
ure and results can not be. acco-ny- 
plished at any expense of money.Any 
fight carried on by individuals acting 
as such is bound to cause a lot of 
wasted effort and misapplied energy 
that can be avoided. 

When the farmers in a community 
decide to organize they should make 
plans to include every farmer and 
land-owner in the district. One man 
who holds out in the community may 
be enough to upset the work of all the 
rest unless some drastic measures are 
taken.. The present pest act pro¬ 
vides for such measures and the

Some idea of the good effects of an 
organized campaign against the hop¬ 
pers is given by reports which come 
from Manitoba and Saskatchewan. In 
places in these provinces where last 
year there was a combined effort to 
poison out the hoppers very few indi¬ 
cations of eggs have been seen this 
year. This is a note of encourage¬ 
ment for the farmers of Alberta. 

Reports have been received at Ed¬ 
monton to t he effect that a large 
number of one of the most harmful 
species of grasshoppers have already 
been hatched. Specimens that have 
been seen were those of the Two 
Striped Grasshopper, and they are 
very abundant, together with the 
egs of the Lesser Migratory Grass- j

Trail Rangers Held 
Meet On Empire Day 


The following- is a full report of the 
district Trail Ranger athletic meet 
held at Irma on May 24th 1922 when 
the officials were: chairman of meet,

Unfortunately unforseen circum¬ 
stances prohibited the Hardisty Trail 
Rangers from taking part in the Irma 


The athletic grounds were in excel¬ 
lent shape and the weather was ideal. 
The program commenced at 12 p.m. 
in the form of a banquet to all Rang¬ 
ers in the district. 

Some forty-six took part in this 
out-standing feature. At the banquet 
which was given by the Irmla. Trail 
Rangers arrangements were decided 
on for the district summer camp to 
be held at Clear Lake near Heath 
commencing on the 12th of July.

The five boys from Edgerton did re¬ 
markably well, particularly in the 
jumping events. Chester Spornitz 
was the outsanding athlete from Ed¬ 
gerton with a total score of 591 for 
the seven events. 

Chester made the third highest 
score of all those competing and de¬ 
serves special mention for the beau¬ 
tiful manner in which he won the 
running high jump event, Alf Mart- 
ineil also from Edgerton starred in 
the hop, step and jump by tieing for 
the first place with a score of 121. 
(23ft 6 in.). 

The sixteen athletics from Wain¬ 
wright although having had very lit¬ 
tle time for training showed a splen¬ 
did spirit by staying with the contest 
to the last event. Little Eddie 
Springer, though only about half the 
size of most of the hoys drew the ad¬ 
miration of the crowd for his persist¬ 
ent effort. Allan Spence topped the 
score card for the Wainwright boys 
with a total of 573 points. .Tack Me 
Leod made a splendid record in the 
jumlping events but lost nut in the 
running and throwing contests. 

The out-standing athletic of the day 
was Wayne Mitchell with a score of 
704. Wayne has been training faith¬ 
fully for some time and with one 
hundred and thirty-five pounds of 
bone and muscle he has an excellent 
chance of winning the provincial 
championship. Although his lowest 
score was that of seventy in the tag- 
gat throw he more than evened it up 
in the distance throw by heaving the 
ball 26 feet which is thirty-eight feet 
farther than the standard required 
for 100 per cent- In this event Wayne 
made his largest single score of 138 
points. His average for the seven 
events was slightly over 100. Earl 
Linnen was his nearest rival with, a 
score of 624. 

The Irma boys averaged well over 
the 500 mark and demonstrated the 
value of training by the fact that they 
kept their score up in any event and 
showed no apparent weakness in any 
particular event. 

After supper a ball game was play 
ed between the Wainwright and Irma 
Trail Rangers which was very closely 
contested, the Irma hoys wining by 
the score of seven to four.

some fifteen or less, 
who in addition to their membership 
fees, have year in and year out do¬ 
nated considerable hard cash, and 
have also given time and labor to the 
work of the Association.—Yet withal' 
'for as long as we can remember these 
same individuals have been dubbed, 
ignominiously, “poor sports.” A title 
they have hitherto accepted without 
protest. 

The general public have done their 
share in fostering baseball by pay¬ 
ing the “gate money" In fact half 
the entrance fees paid at the gate 
are absorbed in baseball expenses 
alone. In other words each person 
on the grounds during the past two 
years contributed twentyfive cents 
towards baseball. 

The 1920 and 1921 gate receipts 
amounted in all to $895.75 whilst the 
cash outlay for baseball during the 
same period amounted to $495.71. In 
the same period the“poor sports” do¬ 
nated in hard cash aione $486.00, 
without which donations there would 
have appeared a deficit in the funds 
of the Chauvin Athletic Association. 

Ponder over these figures for hut 
a little while, and you will be able 
to acquit the chief supporters of the 
association of being "poor sports” It 
may be that you can prove that they 
do not themselves play, but that Is 
the worst indictment to be brought 
against them. 


APPLYING TO 
LOCAL CONDITIONS 


MERCENARY MOTIVES 
KILL TRUE SPORT 


To apply these thoughts to our own 
local conditions. We do not wish to 
be understood as Inferring that our 
local sports are a lot of grafters mak¬ 
ing big money. They are not. But 
the pernicious influence of the mer¬ 
cenary spirit together with the lack 
of the true sport spirit are making 
themselves felt in our midst. 


It is most unfortunate that sport" 
in^the western countries has been too 
often handicapped by the parasite of 
mercenary interests. So subtle and 
invidious has been the growth of the 
mercenary interests in sports that it 
is far from easy to identify it’s very 
baneful effects. That it has such ef 
fects may be most easily recognized 
when we hear folk commonly saying 
that “to have a good baseball tourna 
ment we must put up a good cash 
prize.” No common remark, perhaps, 
can more clearly portray the fact 
that much of our baseball is played 
for profit. Profit in fact sometimes 
appears to he greater factor than the

IS GOVERNED 


A delegation has presented a re¬ 
quest to Hon. R. G. Reid minister of 
health, that some plan be adopted to 
make use of unused agricultural 
school buildings as detention homes 
for juvenile delinquents in the prov¬ 
ince. The delegation stated that the 
need of such homes was very great 
in the province. 


increased by extravagance or dis¬ 
honesty. 

The management of a large town 
or city has become an exceedingly 
large and difficult business, requiring 
experience, training and a great deal 
of time. Leading business men can. 
not spare the necessary time from 
their own affairs, and the consequence 
is that the majority of those elected 
as mayore controllers and aldermen, 
are men of little (experience, using 
these offices as a stepping stone to 
higher public positions, or too often 
men who seek pecuniary profit. The 
unfortunate city or town is therefore 
liable to be mismanaged or robbed, or 
both. , 

In the United States this has be. 
come so notorious an evil that they 
have introduced what is called gov¬ 
ernment by commission, a misleading 
term^ for government by commission 
is in effect a government by a small 


number of properly paid experts, in¬ 
stead of a mayor and a large number!' 
of aldermen. This plan has proved 
a great improvement and a step in 
this direction has been taken in some 
provinces by providing for the elec¬ 
tion of a small body of men, gener¬ 
ally four, usua.ly called, controllers 
who with the miayor receives salar. 
ies and do most, if not all, the work. 

In several of the provinces one of 
the provincial ministers is minister or 
commissioner of municipal affairs, 
and exercises a qertain control and 
supervision over the municipal cor. 
porations, preventing excessive bor¬ 
rowing of money, arranging for san¬ 
itary housing of the poor, and the 
proper laying out of the streets, and 
plans of the towns and cities. The 
people are at last realizing that it 
adds greatly, not only to the happi¬ 
ness of the citizens, but also to the 
welfare of the commlunity, that the 
town or city should be beautiful, laid 
out, and properly provided with parks 
and public playgrounds. But there 
is a great deal to be done yet, and it 
is most important that everyone 
should do his duty as a citizen and as 
a Canadian in making the government 
of the town or city where he lives 
progressive, wise and honest.

nicipal governments, the government 
of the cities being very unsatisfact¬ 
ory. The explanation of this is that 
the the vote in the rural municipal 
councils is controlled by the farmers 
and other leading men, while the 
councils themselves are comiposed of 
the best men and men of substance, 
who have a proper sense of duty and 
see that the taxes are wisely and hon¬ 
estly spent. On the other hand, in 
the towns and cities, the vote is con¬ 
trolled by the least intelligent and 
those of little slbstance, and who are 
therefore unable to decide what is 
best and care little how taxation is

Such a review of the istitutions of 
Canada as I have attempted in this 
work would be imperfect if it did not 
include, a summary, however short, of 
the leading features of the machinery 
that regulates and governs the edu. 
cational system of each province. 
Education is necessarily the founda¬ 
tion of active citizenship and good 
government. , 

From the following summary of the 
machinery of school government in 
all the provinces it will be sen that 
it is. based on the following prin¬ 
ciples:- a general supervision of edu¬ 
cation in every province by a depart¬ 
ment of education, and contributions 
from the provincial funds for the sup¬ 
port of public schools free to all 
classes of the people; this supervision 
is exercised by means of government 
superintendents and inspectors, ap¬ 
pointed by the provincial government 
to visit and report on the condition of 
the schools of \dvery county; the pro. 
vincial grant i s supplemented by such 
contributions from the inhabitants of 
every school district as the law pro¬ 
vides in each case; assessments for 
this purpose are levied, generally 
speaking, in connection with the mu¬ 
nicipalities in each province; every 
school district manages, its schools 
and funds through trustees or com¬ 
missioners elected by the ratepayers 
In this way the government of a pro¬ 
vince and every municipal district are 
directly identified and co-operate with 
each other for the support and devel¬ 
opment of the education of the peo-
